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ORDINANCE NO. 91-42 
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AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OP COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OP PALM 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 86-35; 
PROVIDING FOR AN ASSESSMENT FOR SYSTEM VIOLATIONS AND FOR 
FAILURE TO AIR COUNTY CHANNEL 20; PROVIDING FOR AN 
INCREASE IN ASSESSMENT FOR FAILURE TO OBTAIN A PERMIT; 
PROVIDING FOR REVISIONS IN THE PUBLIC, EDUCATION, OR 
GOVERNMENT (PEG) CHANNEL OPERATIONS; PROVIDING FOR THE 
CREATION OF THE EDUCATIONAL AND GOVERNMENT PROGRAMMING 
TUDVISORY BOARD; PROVIDING FOR APPLICABILITY; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OP LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN CODE OP LAWS AND 
ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 
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WHEREAS, Palm Beach County's Cable Television Ordinance, 
Ordinance No. 86-35, provides for the regulation of the cable 
television industry including the assessment of liquidated damages; 
and 

WHEREAS, Ordinance No. 86-35 also provides for the 
establishment of an educational and government channel, known as 
County Channel 20; and 

WHEREAS, due to changes in the industry and the operation of 
County Channel 20, the Board of County Commissioners desire tc 
revise certain regulations that will benefit the residents anc 
visitors of Palm Beach County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OP COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that; 
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SECTION 1. 
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Article XX, Section 8(A) is hereby amended to include the 
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following violations and assessments: 
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(10) Failure to obtain a permit for 
Installation in a Public Right-of-way, 
or a violation of permit condition(s).

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SECTION 2 


Article XXXII, "Public, Educational, and Government Access 
Channels, Institutional Network," is hereby amended to read: 
Section l. Activated PEG Public and Education Channel.

ordinan c e -;—One Channel shall be activated and available for 
government and public educational programming to be known as 
County Channel 20. The use of the Channel may shall be made 
through the office — &€ —the— Cable — Coordinator Department of 
Public Affairs until ouch time as the PEG Acceoa Board assumes 
editorial control. Cable operators shall cooperate with the 
Cable Coordinator, the station manager of Countv Channel 20. 
and the Director of Public Affairs in showing government and 
publ - ie educational programming. The Director of Public 
Affairs shall develop and implement policies and rules of 

procedure for the operation of Countv Channel 20, government 

and educational programming. 

Section 2i PEC Aeoess Educational and Government Programming 
Advisory Board. 

Within —&«f—— months — after —the— effective — date —ef—this 

ordinance. The Board of County Commissioners shall, by 
resolution or—erd - inance , appoint an Public , Educational and 
Government Programming Advisory Board. The Advisory Board 
shall be composed of nine (9) individuals from various 

segments of the public including education, government. 

representatives from telecommunications and private industry. 

One individual from each of the following categories shall be 

appointed:

"Engineer with experience in communication systems 

"Marketing 
"Cable Industry 

"Adult Education 

"Palm Beach County Public School System 
"Member of the Board of County Commissioners 

"Municipal government representative 

"Citizen at-large. 

Members shall serve at 
staggering terms. The PEG Aeoeag Board shall be empowered to 
review the various means available to provide publio, - 
educational and government programming and - acceoa to channelot - 
it— The Board shall be required to report to the Board of 
County Commissioners on the—use—ef—PEG— monies, —and—the 
implementation —ef—a— public , every aspect of providing 
educational and government programming, and aeceos program r 
If it 4g given editorial control; — it shall be - incorporated as 

a non - profit — corporation. - The Board is also to review the 
implementation of a public access channel and to provide its

Cection 3. — Report- of Cable Coordinator 

The Cable Coord -i nator shall, within four ( 4 ) months following 

the effective date of - this Ordinance, — report - to the Board of 

County - Commissi - eners on the various - possible powcrs - and dutie s 

of the PEG Board. 
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Section 4. Schedule of Activation. 


The Cable Operator shall have available for use as set forth 
herein, and except as allowed pursuant to rules and 
regulations later adopted, three (3) public, educational, and 
government programming and - accGgs channels. In addition to 
the channel activated pursuant to Section 1, said channels 
shall be activated as such are determined to be needed by the 
Board of County Commissioners or its designee. The PEG Aoooas 
Education and Government Programming Advisory Board shall 
develop criteria for the use of such the education and 
government channel (s) and the Cable Operator's use of such 
channel f s) when not needed for public educational ea? and 
government programming and—a eoooot In no case shall the 
channel implementation schedule be more stringent than the 
following formula: 

A Public An Educational and Government A e eoog 
Channel shall be available within the times as 
set forth in Section 1. Any Cable Operators 
who do not make available to all its 

subscribers County Channel 20 shall do so 

within three f3) months of the effective date 

of this ordinance or within three (3) months 

of the award of a franchise, unless otherwise 

provided for in any existing Palm Beach County 

granted franchise, renewal thereof, expansion 

thereof, or transfer authorizing document, or 

upon submission of a written plan acceptable 

to the Educational and Government Programming 

Advisory Board outlining the time frame for 

compliance with this section. At such time as 
eighty (80%) percent of the available time 
between 8:00 A.M. and 10:00 P.M. is utilized 
for locally — produced — public educational and 
governmental a occc - o programming on the then- 
used channel for a period of six (6) 
consecutive months, an additional channel will 
shall be made available for public educational 
and governmental acccag use upon written 
notice to the County requesting same. A third 
channel will shall be made available for the 
foregoing purpose in accordance with the 
procedure set forth above provided that the 
system channel capacity is thirty (30) or more 
video channels. 

Section 5. Interconnect. 

The additional activated PEG channels shall be 
interconnected upon six (6) months notice from the County 
to the Cable Operator. 

Section 6. Institutional Network. 

A. The Board of County Commissioners reserves the right to 
require the establishment of an interconnected 
Institutional Network provided that the County shall not 
require the installation of a cable separate from the 
cable presently utilized to provide cable services. Not 
more than one (1) channel shall be required to be set 
aside for an Institutional Network. 

B. The Cable Coordinator Director of Public Affairs shall 
cause to be reviewed the technical and economic 
feasibility of establishing an Institutional Network and 
report back to the Board of County Commissioners within 
six— (-6j — montha of the effective date of this ord i nane e 
six (6) months of the effective date of this ordinance. 
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Section 7. PEG Fees. 


A. Beginning six (6) months after the effective date of this 
ordinance, the Cable Operators shall pay, in addition to 
the franchise fee and all other fees, charges, and costs, 
one percent (1%) of its gross revenue to Palm Beach 
County for capital costs associated with public, 
educational, or government access programming h oroinaftor 
"PEG fco" . 

B. Said one percentum (1%) shall be remitted in accordance 
with the requirements of Article XII, "Fees” Section 2, 
and shall be subject to the terms and provisions of said 
Section 2. 


SECTION 3. 


Article XXXIII "Office of the Cable Coordinator" Section 2(L) 
is hereby amended to read:

SECTION 4. Applicability. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall be applicable in the 
unincorporated areas of Palm Beach County and the incorporated 
areas to the extent that a municipality does not regulate cable 
operators within its jurisdiction. 

SECTION 5. Repeal of Lavs in Conflict. 

All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 6. Severability. 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this ordinance is for any reason held by a Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION 7. Inclusion in Code of Laws and Ordinances. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The sections of this ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section", "article", or any other appropriate word. 
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SECTION 8. Effective Date. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
